Episcopal 
Leaders 
OK Bishop 

Decision on gay cleric 
challenges denomination 

MINNEAPOLIS! The Episcopal Church voted 
Tuesday to approve the election of their first 
openly gay bishop, a decision that risks split- 
ting their denomination and shattering ties 
with Anglican sister churches worldwide. 

After a delay caused by an allegation that 
he inappropriately touched another man 
and was affiliated with a Web site linked 
to porn, the Episcopal General Convention 
approved the Rev. V. Gene Robinson as 
bishop of the Diocese of New Hampshire. 

Robinson had been cleared of the accusa- 
tions a few hours before the vote was taken. 

Presiding Bishop Frank 
Griswold announced the 
council’s 62-45 vote to con- 
firm Robinson’s election. 

American conservatives 
and like-minded overseas 
bishops who represent mil- < 
lions of Anglicans have said 
confirming Robinson would " 
force them to consider breaking away. 

Under church rules, a majority of bish- 
ops, clergy and lay people had to ratify 
Robinson’s election. 

The Episcopal Church, with 2.3 million 
members, is the U.S. branch of the 77-mil- 
lion-member global Anglican Communion, 
which has been debating the role of gays for 
decades. Robinson’s win was expected to 
build momentum for other policy changes 
favorable to homosexuals, (ap)

Upkeep Caused Train Crash 

Poor track maintenance was to 
blame for the fatal crash of the 
Amtrak Auto Train in Florida 
last year, National Transportation 
Safety Board investigators said 
Tuesday.

State Wants to

KANSAS CITY, KAN. |Aman accused 
of killing three people and eating 
the flesh of one of them may be 
forcibly medicated to make him 
competent to stand trial, a judge 
ruled Tuesday. 


The case is among the first in 
the country under new standards 
set by a recent U.S. Supreme Court 
decision on when a state can forc- 
ibly medicate a defendant.

WASHINGTON | The Army is tell- 
ing troops to take precautions as 
it tries to figure out the cause of 
pneumonia cases, including two 
deaths, among forces in the Afghan 
and Iraqi campaigns. 

Officials are investigating the 
cause of some 100 cases of the ill- 
ness counted since March, focusing 
on 15 cases so serious the patients 
had to be put on ventilators and 
flown to Europe, defense officials 
said at a Pentagon press conference 
Tuesday. 


WASHINGTON | CD players, cam- 
eras, laptops and other electronic 
devices will get greater scrutiny 
at airports after the government 
issued a warning Tuesday that ter- 
rorists may try to use such items to 
conceal weapons or bombs.

Rumsfeld Holds 
Line on U.S. 

Troop Numbers 

WASHINGTON | Defense Secretary 
Donald H. Rumsfeld said Tuesday 
there is no need to increase U.S. 
armed forces for now even though 
the military is being stretched by 
operations in Iraq and elsewhere. 

“We’re absolutely open-minded 
about how many people we have in 
the armed services,” Rumsfeld said. 
“The way to get the right number,” 
he added, is not to rush to a change 
“the first time you feel the effects 
of a spike in activity, as we do right 
now with Iraq.” 

He said analyses of troop 
strength by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff indicate current force levels 
are sufficient for engagements in 
Iraq, Afghanistan, Kosovo, the 
Sinai peninsula and South Korea. 

Last week the nominee to be 
Army chief of staff, Gen. Peter 
Schoomaker, told a Senate panel 
the Army likely will need more 
troops to meet its worldwide 
commitments, (ap)

INDIA 

PepsiCo, Coca-Cola Under 
Fire Over Pesticide Levels 

The Indian arms of PepsiCo Inc. 
and Coca-Cola Co. are selling soft 
drinks in India containing dan- 
gerous levels of pesticide residue, 
an independent research group 
said Tuesday. A New Delhi-based 
research center reported that the 
levels of pesticides in the PepsiCo 
brands tested were 36 times higher 
than European Union standards; 
the average for all Coca-Cola 
products was 30 times higher. The 
companies defended the quality of 
their products, (ap) 

UNITED NATIONS 

Gay Activists Demand 
International Rights 

Gay activists demanded that 
homosexual rights be included in 
international human rights treaties 
and asked the United Nations to 
provide equal benefits to same-sex 
couples. On the issue of the rights 
of gay and lesbian staff members, 
Secretary- General Kofi Annan 
said in a statement that “matters 
of personal status should be deter- 
mined by reference to the law of the 
staff member’s nationality.” (ap) 

COLOMBIA 

Rebel Leader Offers to Talk 
To U.S. Over Drug Charges 

A leader of Colombia’s outlawed 
paramilitary groups made his 
first-ever TV appearance Monday, 
saying he wants to meet with U.S. 
officials about drug-trafficking 
charges against him. Salvatore 
Mancuso, the military chief of 
the United Self-Defense Forces of 
Colombia, is charged by a U.S. fed- 
eral court with exporting 17 tons of 
cocaine into the United States and 
Europe. A U.S. Embassy spokes- 
man dismissed the request, (ap) 

RUSSIA 

Scientists Ponder Dinosaur 
Bones’ Significance 

Paleontologists in the Russian 
Far East have found three dino- 
saur skeletons, including one that 
appears to belong to an unknown 
subspecies. Expedition chief Yuri 
Bolotsky also said he was con- 
cerned that the construction of a 
highway could ruin the finds before

Suicide Bomber 
Strikes Indonesia 


13 killed, nearly 150 
wounded in attack on 
Marriott Hotel 

JAKARTA I A suspected suicide 
bombing at the Marriott Hotel cre- 
ated carnage in Jakarta’s business 
district Tuesday, killing 13 people 
and wounding 149, setting cars 
afire and scattering glass shards 
for blocks in a bloody reminder 
of the continuing threat of terror- 
ism in the world’s most populous 
Muslim nation. 

The blast came two days before 
a verdict in the trial of a key sus- 


pect in the Bali nightclub bomb- 
ings last Oct. 12 that killed 202 
people, many of them foreigners. 
A Dutch banker was among the 
dead Tuesday, and at least 10 for- 
eigners, including two Americans, 
were reported injured. 

The attack occurred on the first 
day of testimony in another bomb- 
ing case by the alleged leader of 
Jemaah Islamiyah, which has 
been blamed for the Bali bomb- 
ings. Authorities have linked the 
group to al Qaeda. 

No one immediately claimed 
responsibility for the Marriott 
bombing, steven gutkin (ap) 



Arab League Rejects Council 


Bloc announces it 
won’t recognize Iraq’s 
new governing body 

C Al RO I Arab League members will 
not recognize Iraq’s U.S.-appoint- 
ed Governing Council, saying 
they will wait until post- Saddam 
Hussein Iraq is led by an elected 
government. 

“The Council is a start but it 
should pave the way for a legiti- 
mate government that can be rec- 
ognized,” Arab League Secretary- 
General Amr Moussa said Tuesday 


MONROVIA I Liberian rebels darted 
across contested bridges to shake 
hands Tuesday with government 
fighters as a steadily building 
deployment brought an edgy day of 
calm to Liberia’s gutted capital. 

Aid agencies sped shipments to 
Monrovia, bloodied by two months 
of rebel sieges that have killed 
more than 1,000 civilians and cut 
the capital off from food and all but 
the barest medical care. 

Tons of relief aid piled up at 
Liberia’s main airport as white 


after a committee of league foreign 
ministers met to forge a unified 
stance on how to deal with Iraq. 

Many Arab governments had 
welcomed the council’s formation 
as a positive step but fell short of 
recognizing it, saying it would have 
had more credibility if it had been 
elected by the Iraqi people. 

U.S. State Department deputy 
spokesman Philip T. Reeker did not 
respond directly to the announce- 
ment, but he said Secretary of State 
Colin Powell has argued to other 
Arabs that the council deserved 
and needed recognition, (ap) 


U.N. helicopters shuttled in 
Nigerian troops of a promised

The attack began when Lendu 
tribal fighters, armed with auto- 
matic weapons and machetes, 
raided this tiny village of the 
Hema tribe from two directions, 
chief Nguna Manasse said. 

Thousands of people have been 
killed in tribal fighting in Congo 
since a rebellion broke out in 
August 1998. (AP)

Abbas, Sharon 
meeting called off 
over prisoner dispute 

JERUSALEM | The Palestinians 
called off a summit this week with 
the Israeli prime minister to show 
their dissatisfaction with Israel’s 
plans for a prisoner release. One 
Palestinian lawmaker Tuesday 
warned of a “major crisis,” calling 
for quick U.S. intervention. 

The U.S. -backed “road map” 
peace plan has hit a series of 
snags in recent days, leading to 
the cancellation of the planned 
meeting between Palestinian 
Prime Minister Mahmoud Abbas 
and Israeli Prime Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 

The move protested an 
Israeli plan to release some 
440 Palestinian inmates on 
Wednesday. Israel is not required 
under the road map to free prison- 
ers, but Abbas has made it a key 
condition for further progress on 
the plan. Palestinians were dis- 
satisfied with the planned release, 
saying the list contained few long- 
serving detainees, (ap)

Uneasy Detente in Liberia 
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Oil Firms Vulnerable 
In Volatile Niger Delta 


KOKO, NIGERIA I Crouching behind 
sandbags with machine guns, sol- 
diers watch a river flowing past a 
looming French-run oil complex to 
the Atlantic Ocean. 

The soldiers are part of a mili- 
tary buildup in the oil-rich Niger 
Delta meant to counter a sharp 
escalation of ethnic violence here 
that has killed 38 people in the 
past two weeks. Trouble in the 
Scotland- sized region of swamps 
and mangrove forests has forced 
oil companies to abandon a sixth 
of the country’s production for 
more than four months. 

Nigeria is Africa’s largest oil 
producer and the fifth-biggest 
source of U.S. oil imports. About 
300,000 barrels, or 15 percent of 
the country’s total production, is 
being lost because of the unrest 
every day. 

Twice in the past week, 
Nigerian soldiers repelled attacks 
by unidentified assailants on the 


town of Koko near an oil-blending 
plant run by French firm Total, 
Pvt. Onoja Abu said.

Bayoumi. A congressional report 
says he befriended and helped 
al Qaeda members Khalid al- 
Mihdhar and Nawaf al-Hazmi, 
two of the hijackers on the jet that 
crashed into the Pentagon on Sept. 
11 , 2001 . 

Al-Bayoumi said Sunday in 
an interview with Dubai-based 
Al-Arabiya television that he was 
willing to talk with the FBI, but 
only in his homeland and in the 
presence of officials from his gov- 
ernment. He told the station that 
he had done nothing wrong.

States two months before Sept. 11

PALMER PARK, MD. I Prince George’s 
County police officers often aren’t 
held accountable for wrongdoing 
because of poor leadership and lax 
discipline, according to a review of 
the force released Tuesday. 

The report, authored by the 
county’s Office of Police Reform, 
uncovered a backlog of 300 inter- 
nal discipline cases, 100 of which

IRS Asks Poor 
For More Proof 


Program is meant to 
cut billions in earned 
income tax credits 

WASHINGTON I The Internal Rev- 
enue Service said Tuesday that 
25,000 low-income earners will be 
asked to bolster their tax returns 
with proof that they qualify for a 
tax credit designed to lift the work- 
ing poor out of poverty. 

The new forms will go to some 
families with children who receive 
the earned income tax credit, a 
benefit designed as an incentive for 
low-wage workers to keep working. 
The families will be asked to prove 
they cared for a child more than 


half the year, one requirement for 
receiving the credit. 

The certification program is one 
part of a broader project designed 
to reduce billions in earned income 
credits paid erroneously each year. 
The IRS next year will also inves- 
tigate at least 300,000 taxpayers 
suspected of underreporting their 
income or claiming an incorrect 
filing status to get a bigger credit. 

The certification experiment 
scales back a more ambitious pilot 
program that drew critical com- 
ments from tax professionals and 
low-income advocates. The IRS 
said they took those comments 
into consideration and modified 
the program, (ap)

NEW YORK I Investors shaken by 
a terrorist attack overseas and a 
turnaround in interest rates sent 
stocks sharply lower Tuesday, pro- 
pelling the Dow Jones industrials 
down nearly 150 points in their 
worst day in 2 1/2 months. 

Downbeat outlooks from Gil- 
lette and Costco added to the 
market’s gloom, but analysts said 
much of the selling was due to a 
growing realization that interest 
rates are again climbing.

Surfers find faith, 
fellowship among 
other wave-riders 

RELIGION I As the white -tipped 
wave melts into the ocean, the 
surfer’s rush of adrenaline gives 
way to other feelings. Some who 
ride the walls of water are making 
an unexpected discovery at that 
moment: They are finding God. 

Around the world, a subculture 
perhaps better known for sculpted 
bodies and slacker mindsets is 
finding spirituality. Some surfers 
say a flawless ride puts them in 
touch with a higher power. Others 
are taking those feelings and using 
the ocean as a pulpit from which to 
preach their faith. 

And, dude, they think it’s awe- 
some. 

“Surfing is the most spiritual 
thing that you can do,” said Rabbi 
Nachum Shifren, who lectures on 
the surf- soul connection. “You’re 
out in the water, you’re by yourself, 
you’re out there in God’s creation. 
It’s like being in the womb.” 

Such messages of spirituality in 
the surf have given the search for 
the perfect wave new meaning. 

Each week, dozens of Bible 
study groups made up entirely 
of surfers assemble around the 
country. They are organizing mis- 
sion trips in the Caribbean and 
Kosher surf camps in Costa Rica. 
They’ve even seen the introduction 
of their own Bible, including a full- 
color cover with shots of big waves 
and profiles of surfers inside, a 
surf gear line called Faith Riding 
Co., and the Surfer’s Chapel in 
Huntington Beach, Calif. 

“Surfing has always been kind 
of a more spiritual” activity, said 
Army Chief Warrant Officer Glen 
Spence, a surfer in Hawaii. “It’s 
only natural for the two to meet.” 

Christian Surfers, an interna- 
tional organization that started 
in Australia more than 20 years 
ago, has flourished recently in 
the United States. Two years ago, 
nine chapters served about 450 
members. Today, 28 groups from 
Old Orchard Beach, Maine, to

Pensacola, Fla., to Hawaii, count 
about 1,400 members. 

The organization tallies thou- 
sands of surfers elsewhere, too, 
in Japan, South Africa, Venezuela 
and a host of other surfing spots. 

In all of these groups, the mis- 
sion is to minister to other surfers, 
gently preach their message, and 
get them to join a local church. 

For a lot of surfers, the whole 


concept of church is off-putting,” 
said the Rev. Bill White of the 
Surfer’s Chapel, where services are 
held at night to avoid interference 
with morning waves. 

Surfers are sometimes skeptical 
of organized religion, he said, but 
can be swayed by a community of 
faith solely made up of fellow wave 
riders. “I feel that surfers identify 
with surfing as much as any ethnic 


group identifies with their ethnic- 
ity,” White said. 

In 2002, Christian Surfers 
chapters in the United States 
recorded 1,071 conversions 
— surfers who accepted Christ for 
the first time due to their efforts. 
Nearly 400 fallen-away Christians 
across the country returned to 
their faith last year as a result of 
the organization’s efforts, Christian 
Surfers said. 

Others are less emphatic about 
using surfing as a means for evan- 
gelization, instead emphasizing the 
sport’s natural spirituality. 

“It’s kind of a yin yang kind 
of thing,” said Shifren, who has 
authored “Surfing Rabbi” and 
is hosting what’s billed as the 
world’s only Kosher surf camp in 
Costa Rica next month. 

“In order to find true happi- 
ness and true contentment, you 
have to work,” he said referring 
to the exhausting paddling that 
surfing requires and one’s spiri- 
tual journey. 

“You connect to purity when you 
surf,” added Alon Maor, a Jewish 
surfer who prays before surfing 
each morning in Hawaii. “You feel 
God’s energy.” matt sedensky (ap) 


HEALTH I Post-traumatic stress 
affects people across the globe in 
sometimes surprising ways. 

It’s high among foreign-born 
US. Latinos and some Los Angeles 
sixth-graders, but it’s relatively low 
among Israelis, three new studies 
suggest. 

The studies appear in Wed- 
nesday’s Journal of the American 
Medical Association. 

The studies examined post-trau- 
matic stress disorder, a mental dys- 
function that sometimes develops 
after people witness or are victim- 
ized by violence or severe accidents. 

Symptoms include persistent 
flashbacks, avoidance of things 
that trigger memories of the vio- 
lence, and emotional numbness. 

In a study of 126 California 
sixth-graders with suspected 
post-traumatic stress, 10 sessions 
of school-based group therapy 
taught coping skills that substan- 
tially reduced stress symptoms. 

The youngsters were from two 
schools in economically disadvan- 
taged east Los Angeles, and three- 
quarters said they had experienced 
or witnessed severe violence. 

Latin American immigrants 
queried in one study said they had 
been exposed to political violence 
and torture; of those, 26 percent 
had symptoms of post-traumatic 
stress disorder. 

In another study, more than 80 
percent of Israeli adults said they 
felt optimistic about their futures, 
despite recent terrorist violence in 
their areas, lindsay tanner (ap) 

STRESS STUDIES 

In three separate studies pub- 
lished by medical researchers, 
post-traumatic stress disorder 
was found — or not found 
— among surprising groups. 

75 percent of sixth-graders in 
two L.A. schools had witnessed 
violence with guns or knives. 

54 percent of Latin American 
immigrants had been exposed to 
violence in their home countries. 

9 percentof Israelis who 
had been exposed to terrorist 
violence showed signs of post- 
traumatic stress.

And it is evident on her sunny 
new album, “Love & Life.” 

“This album is a celebration of 
life,” says the R&B singer, whose 
previous sets often have been 
steeped in pain and heartbreak. 

Due Aug. 26, the gorgeously 
soul- smacked set finds Blige 
reteamed with producer Sean “P. 
Diddy” Combs. 

Joining Blige on “Love & Life” 
are special guests Jay-Z, Eve (the 
Dr. Dre-produced “Not Today”) 
and 50 Cent; Method Man raps 
on the first single, “Love @ 1st 
Sight.” 

Though Blige has worked with 
numerous producers through the 


years, her collaborations with 
Combs appear to have left the most 
lasting impression on fans. 

Combs handled the bulk of 
production duties on the singer’s 
first two albums, but the two 
parted ways, citing creative dif- 
ferences, after 1994’s “My Life.” 
They reconnected last year, when 
Combs remixed the single “No 
More Drama.” 

Because the mix “came out hot,” 
Blige says she and Combs realized 
that the chemistry between them 
was very much intact. 

For Blige, working again with 
Combs “wasn’t overwhelming.

Carruth’s 
Appeal Is 
Shot Down 

RALEIGH, N.C. I An appeals court 
on Tuesday refused to order a new 
trial for former Carolina Panther 
Rae Carruth on his 2001 murder 
conspiracy conviction, despite an 
error by a lower court. 

North Carolina’s second-high- 
est court ruled that although the 
trial judge shouldn’t have allowed 
handwritten notes from the victim 
to be admitted, the notes didn’t 
prejudice the jury because of the 
overwhelming evidence against 
Carruth. 

Carruth could still appeal the 
decision to the state Supreme 
Court. 

He is serving a prison term of 
18 years and 11 months for plot- 
ting to kill his pregnant girlfriend, 
Cherica Adams. 

Carruth was found guilty of 
conspiracy to commit murder, 
shooting into an occupied vehicle 
and using a gun to try to kill the 
unborn baby. He was acquitted of 
a murder charge that could have 
brought the death penalty. 

Adams was eight months preg- 
nant with Carruth’s child when she 
was shot while driving. She died a 
few days later. 

Her scribbled notes given to 
police detectives were a major part 
of Carruth’s appeal. His lawyers 
argue the statements, given after 
surgery and while Adams was tak- 
ing pain killers, amount to hearsay.

No Frills Airlines Upgrade 



Cheaper carriers add 
extras as the majors 
downgrade service 

Low-fare airlines and the majors 
are flying so close together that 
someone should file a near-miss 
report. Consider the recent evi- 
dence that the line between no- 
frills and full service is blurring: 

Starting in the fall, JetBlue pas- 
sengers will get more legroom. The 
upstart discounter, which already 
provides leather upholstery and a 
TV screen at every seat, will offer 
34 inches of “seat pitch” (distance 
between seat backs) instead of 32. 
Some American Airlines’ coach 
customers, meanwhile, soon will 
lose up to 3 inches of room they 
gained three years ago. American 
said it would put back seats on 
some planes to enable it to offer 
“competitive fares.” 

As for Southwest, it’s true 
there’s been no free lunch — or any 
other hot meal — for years on this 
“flying bus” pioneer. But now US 
Airways has stopped serving free 
meals in coach on most longer 
domestic flights. Passengers may 
buy food on board or bring their 
own. Several other majors are try- 


ing similar programs. 

These changes result from a 
seismic shift in the airline indus- 
try, as the financially struggling 
majors duke it out with discount- 
ers for a dwindling pool of travel- 
ers. What makes the battle at once 
bruising for airlines and perfect 
for penny-pinching passengers is 
that the Internet makes it so easy 
to compare fares. 

Airlines, as a result, are forced 
to drop fares to the lowest com- 
mon denominator. To survive, the 


majors, saddled with costs too high 
to afford these fares, are reducing 
flights and on-board service. The 
lean- operating low-fare airlines, 
flush with cash and hope, are 
“ordering new planes as fast as 
they can build them,” says Terry 
Trippler of www.cheapseats.com 
— and adding a service perk or 
two. The result: The two sides of 
the industry are starting to meld. 


TURBULENCE AHEAD 

Full service airlines are strug- 
gling to keep pace with their 
low-fare cousins. 

Don’t call airlines like 
Southwest and AirTran 
“discount” carriers. Old school 
airlines like Delta, American 
and Northwest do most of the 
discounting to match the low 
fares of the “discounters,” says 
airline industry analyst Phil 
Roberts. 

While legacy airlines reduce 
flights and delay plane deliveries. 
Southwest has added 35flights 
since January, (l. a. times) 


Passengers stand to gain despite 
the temporary pain of lost pamper- 
ing. “Eventually the whole industry 
will operate on a low-cost basis,” 
says analyst Phil Roberts, making 
it possible to blend bargain fares 
with reasonable levels of service. 

Until then, in their quest for a 
winning financial formula, the full 
service airlines will test our toler- 
ance.

Shrill car sirens are 
hurting the ears of 
urban residents 

The loudest audible automobile 
alarms register sound levels of 125 
decibels — comparable to stand- 
ing 200 feet from a jet airplane 
as it takes off And yet, no reliable 
statistics suggest that car alarms 
actually do what they’re supposed 
to: stop cars from being stolen. 

While cheaper and more effec- 
tive alternatives exist, alarms have 
become just one more way the frag- 
ile quality of life in urban areas is 
routinely being punctured. As a 
result, other kinds of alarms are 
ringing — those of discontent. 

Earlier this month, the New 
York City Council held a public 
hearing on audible alarms to 
address two bills before council 
that would effectively ban their sale 
or installation within the city’s five 
boroughs. This is at least the third 
time in five years that the city has 
tried to target the problem. 

Special-interest groups also 
have been pushing for a ban. In 
its report, “Alarmingly Useless,” 
released in March, bicycle and 
pedestrian group Transportation 
Alternatives accused alarm man- 
ufacturers of “basically putting a 
weapon on the street.” 

Alarms make up a part of the 
auto accessory market, which 
accounted for $27 billion in sales 
during 2002. Dozens of brands are 
available, many with aggressive 
names such as Viper and Rattler. 
They often come with equally 
aggressive slogans. Rattler’s 
encourages owners to “secure your 
future in a hostile environment.” 


Putting an end to the noise pol- 
lution these alarms cause is chal- 
lenging. Unlike recurring false 
alarms from buildings, for which 
police can cite the owner, false 
auto alarm soundings are not easy 
to cite since cars can be moved. 

Aggravating the problem, car 
owners often set their alarms to 
such sensitive levels that touching 
the car can set off the alarm (own- 


ers often use this feature to prevent 
people from sitting on their cars). 

The industry defends their use, 
of course. “Unfortunately, far too 
many customers fail to customize 
their siren tones,” says Kennedy 
Grammage of Directed, a major 
manufacturer of auto alarms. “If 
they did, they would realize, ‘Oh, 
that’s my car alarm going off.’”

Animal seat belts 
and carriers keep 
pets safe in the car 

Buckling up could save your life 
— and the lives of your furry 
friends, too. 

Unrestrained animals in 
vehicles may suffer severe injury 
or death caused by automobile 
accidents or from leaping out of 
moving vehicles. 

The pet seat belt is a fairly new 
product that has been marketed 
and supported by owners of pets 
that were or could have been 
severely injured in a car accident. 

Pet seat belts restrain the ani- 
mal in a harness that attaches 
directly into a regular car seat 
belt. They prevent the pet from 
distracting the driver and keep 
the pet restrained if the car stops 
suddenly or collides with another 
vehicle or object. 

If your pets are used to riding in 
the car without a restraint, it may 
take them a little time to get used 
to the seat belt. 

Today, many pet seat belts are 
made with a “booster” chair for 
smaller pets to sit on so they can 
see out the window. 

Experts say pets should always 


be securely buckled in the back 
seat to avoid injury from air bags. 
Seat belts have also been made to 
restrain dogs in the backs of pickup 
trucks. The seat belts secure pets 
close enough to the cab to prevent 
them from jumping out, while still 
allowing movement. 

Pet seat belts are not the only 
option to restrain and protect your 
pet. Crates are popular among 


many pet owners and provide 
adequate safety. But crates can 
be cumbersome with a large dog, 
multiple pets or a small vehicle. 

Pet taxis are the smaller, softer 
relatives of the crate and may work 
better for cats, which generally 
do not like to be restrained and 
might also appreciate the privacy 
and protection they feel in their 
carriers, (krt)

Toyota’s redesigned 2004 Prius is 
bigger, more powerful and more 
fuel efficient than the current 
version, but Toyota says the base 
price will remain unchanged at 
$20,480. 

The new Prius, due to hit show- 
rooms in October, is expected to 
see a 15 percent improvement in 
fuel economy — 55 miles per gal- 
lon versus 48 in combined city and 
highway driving — and to produce 
30 percent less emissions. The 
mid- size ’04 model should do zero 
to 60 mph in 10.5 seconds, versus 
12.8 seconds for today’s smaller, 
lighter compact model. 


Toyota isn’t sitting still with the 
Prius. It has already announced a 
hybrid version of the new Lexus 
RX 330, to be called the RX 
400H, which is due next year as 
a 2005 model.
